POINTS TO VON . SCHOEN 


Repudiated Interview Said to Con- 
tain Facts Known to Few, 
Even in. Japan. 


Sidney L. Gulick, Professor of .Theo- 
logy in Doshisha University, lecturer on 
comparative religions .in the. Imperial 
University at Tokio, Japan, and author 
of many books having to do with 
Japanese affairs;.told yesterday. of the 
country in which he has lived for most 
of the last twenty-seven years. , 

He said that for several years there 

has been an impression in Japan that 
German influences have had much to do 
with the propagation of anti-American 
sentiment in Japan. In illustration of 
this he cited the interview. in which 
Baron von Schoen of the German Em- 
bassy. in Washington was alleged to 
have said that war between the United 
States ond Japan was inevitable. When 
the Government at Washington took 
cognizance of this interview, Baron von 
Schoen denied its authenticity. 
' “T -wish that I could convince the 
American peopje,”” Prof. Gulick said, 
“that there is no danger whatever of 
war between the United States and 
Japan: For Japan it is financially, 
economically, and physically impossi- 
ble, and psychologically incredible. 
Japan wants and needs our friendship, 
and she will do anything ‘consistent 
with national: honor and dignity to se- 
cure it. It is equally inconceivable that 
the United States should attatk Japan. 
We need her friendship in the promo- 
tion of right relations between East 
and West; 

“As for Baron von Schoen’s reported 
interview, it bears marks that prove it 
was the product of some one recently 
in Japan. Baron von Schoen was an 
attaché of the German Embassy in 
Tokio When Japan declared war on Ger- 
many. It also shows what indiscretions 
and subterfuges diplomacy sometimes 
falls into. For instance, take the re- 
mark in thé ptblished interview with 
reference to insulting sentences written 
‘on the walls of the American Embassy 
in Tokio. Such an incident did occur 
dn April of last year. The insulting 
words were removed within an hotr 
after they were written, and not a paper 
in Japan printed one word about the 
iricident. nor was it sent out of the 
country.

Last 
week it was announced that a Ger- 
man cruiser had sunk nine cargoes of 
sugar bags, consigned this side the 
ocean for the most part. The sugar 
growers, whose misfortunes almost 
rival those of the wheat and cotton 
growers who are ruined by too much 
wealth, were embarrassed in the at~- 
tempt to market their sweetness. 
Their worries are. over. Boston an- 
nounces that the Amoskeag Company 
will build the largest cotton bag mill 
in the world. No doubt it knows 
where it will sell its product, but if 
not it might apply to the Corn Prod- 
ucts Company. The President of that 
company announced yesterday that 
it would substitute cotton bags for 
jute. His requirement will reach 
17,000 bales, or a round $1,000,000. In 
his 6wn words: 
6} This substitution in the packing of 

our sugar and all our mill starches 
sowill hereafter not only furnish to our 

patrons better service—a cotton bag 
being cleaner and neater than that 
produced from jute—but we also be- 
lieve that in its use our products will 
be delivered at thelr destinations in 
better condition. 

The company cheerfully contributes 

the additional cost of using cotton in 


place of jute on account of the help 
it will give the cotton growers.

Undoubtedly the most ‘aifficult nae 
complex part of the task imposed’ on 
the City Government’ is the “ district- 
ing” of the city. Unfortunately, that 
presents itself to the average citizen 
as a plan for excluding certain o¢ct- 
pations from parts of the city which 
their entrance may harm—manufact- 
uring, for instance, from Fifth Ave- 
‘nue,. how devoted to “high-class 
trade.” But the true object is to 
secure, as far as may be, the best 
conditions. to. each occupation—to 
manufacturing as muchas to: high- 
‘class trade. “And: there is no room 
for doubt that, with careful . » study 
and with due co-operation, this can 
be promoted to the advantage of all. 
A notable beginning has been made, 
and made most successfully, in pre- 
cisely this fashion, with the rapid 
transit system, and a like process is 
being applied to the problem of docks 
and terminals. Mr. MCANENY says 
very modestly: 

The system of subways now under 
construction provides an illustration 
of what intelligent city planning may 
accomplish. New York City narrowly 
escaped committing itself to a plan of 
transit development which would have 
inevitably directed the growth of the 
city along unsound and unhealthful 
lines. The idea back of the plan adopt- 
ed is the diffusion of population over 
thinly settled districts,-made possible 
by the ability to reach the centre of 
the city from those districts for a five- 
cent fare. If the alternative plan had 
been adopted we should now be build- 
ing subways that would do little to 
scatter the population and would only 
add to the congestion of already con- 
Sested areas; furthermore, we should 
‘have so-called “competing” lines 
which would not really compete, but 
which would require passengers to 
pay two and three fares instead of one 
to get to their work. 

But the subways were planned and 
put in the way of completion with 
less provision for study and Pprepara- 
tion than is now assured to the gen- 
eral city planning; and the excellent 
features they possess, their special 
adaptability to the future wants of 
the city, can confidently be looked 
for in the larger scheme. They fur- 
nish, indeed, the skeleton of that 
scheme, and fix its constructive lines.

Therefore there was nothing new in 
the documents sent to us by Sir Grazer 
‘Parkes. Tux Times had not only printed 
them, with many others of like kind, 
weeks ago in its own columns, but it 
had very widely distributed them in 
pamphiet form and so made them as 
widely available as the basis of sound 
judgments. as to the cause of the war 
and the responsibility for it. Having 
not been thus favored themselves, our 
friends abroad assume that nobody has 
been—that our ignorance is profound— 
that by presenting to us at this late day 
arguments and theories ‘which we have 
already considered in all their bearings 
they can change the conclusions and 
switch the sympathies that followed that 
consideration.

Probably it would be an exaggeration 
to. deny that such changes ever follow 
Congressional oratory, and yet. they cer- 
tainly are infrequent; and: certainly’ the 
chief efficacy of the speeches. is.in the 
way of explanation and justification di- 
rected beyond the walls of the Capitol, 
to the public in general and to con- 
stituents with a vote in. particular. 

Last week the War Tax bill was dis- 
cussed in the House for seven _ hours 
with earnestness and vigor,. but to a 
statement of that fact our representa- 
tive. added, “‘ which had no effect on 
the final result.” In other words, the 
Representatives all knew how they were 
going to vote on the bill before the 
debate began, and they voted on it that 
way after it had ended.

The “ spelibinders ” employed in politi- 
cal campaigns claim to make converts 
to the’ doctrines they preach and votes 
for the candidates they favor, but their 
proof of these achievements is weak.

JUDGES’ LONG VACATIONS. 


Suggested That They Be Reduced 
to Two Monthe in the Year. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Some of your ‘contemporaries have this 
wéek commented editorially on the subject 
of the need for some improvement in the 
holding of the Court of General Sessions, and 
they have voiced the general opinion that 
the vacations of the Judges of these courts 
ought to be more curtailed than they are at 
the present time. 

It seems to the ordinary layman accustomed 
to no more than two weeks’ vacation that it 
fs a crying shame that while the Tombs is 
overcrowded with accused and perhaps inno- 
cent persons there are Judges who have such 
lengthy periods of idleness. If I understand 
the situation rightly, it is that we have 
seven Judges who sit in these courts and 
that three of the courts are not in session 
during the three Summer months of July, 
August, and September. It is thus readily 
seen that one Judge must always be on va- 
cation, As only sixty-three courts of one 
month. each are held, and as there are seven 
Judges of whom no more than six can sit 
at a time, then it follows that the average 
vacation each year works out to be three 
months. 

If the courts were kept in full blast during 
the Summer months the Judges would still 
have a total vacation period of twelve 
months to be divided among the seven. If, 
however, only one court were shut down in- 
tead of three courts, then the average va- 
cation would still be at the very respectable 
figure of over two months per annum, This 
state of affairs, it seems to me, should not 
be impossible. Why not just shut down the 
continued term court (Part VI.) during the 
months of July, August, and September, 
and Parts TV. and V. could keep on with their 
work without any overlapping, as their work 
is of a different character. This would make 
in all a. total of sixty-nine working months 
per year for the seven Judges, which fs not 
quite.ten months per Judge. 

It might also be suggested that the Judges 
do an occasional day’s work on Saturdays. 
Don’t we see too many Judges playing the 
royal and ancient game on our favorite golf 
courses? Isn’t it Judges, Judges everywhere, 
and not a one fo judge? Could not they 
leave for just a day those wonderful drives 
and puts and instead hélp to drive on “‘ jus- 
tice’ for the benefit of their fellow-men? 
Perhaps this is, however, asking too much 
of them.

Wheeler for the honorable. association; 
I.am not a medical undergraduate nor 
graduate, but a member of the New 
York bar and Superintendent of the 
Jewish Maternity Hospital, I have 
never met Dr. Wheeler ‘socially or pro- 
fussionally. 

As a matter of truth, the physician 
who visited Dr. Wheeler is a graduate 
of. Freiburg University, who came here 
at the request of a prominent obstet- 
ricilan and gynecologist in New York, 
whose reputation professionally and 
among. laymen is beyond question. This 
surgeon arranged for Twilight demon- 
strations both in the Jewish Maternity 
Hospital and Lebanon Hospital. ‘ Be- 
cause of the greater amount of material 
the work eventually was confined sole- 
ly to the Jewish Maternity Hospital. 
For three months the work was suc- 
céssfully carried on without ostenta- 
tion or public show. It was the purpose 
of the Jewish Maternity Hospital so to 
continue its work until such a time as 
sufficient data could be obtained to 
give Twilight Sleep a sure footing be- 
fore the medical world. 

There came, however, from Freiburg 
numerous. gentlemen of the medical 
profession who uttered their views in 
the public press in praise of the Twi- 
light treatment, and in those expres- 
sions predicted ‘that American surgeons 
would soon take up the work. The Su- 
perintendent of the Jewish Maternity 
Hospital decided that in view of . these 
published interviews the hospital might 
give to the public a general idea cover- 
ing the work already done. In this in- 
terview given no physician’s name. was 
“mentioned, much less the narne of the 
one who, in interest of motherhood and 
medical. science, and. without the 
slightest compensation, gave ito the 
poor and rich alike the Ddenefit of his 
learning. 

I shall not enter into controversy with 
Dr. Wheeler on the merits or purpose 
of the publications in the popular mag- 
azines he speaks of, for I think: too 
much of Profs. Krénig and Gauss to 
misassociate their names. My knowl- 
edge of these men—high in their profes- 
sion—is that they are above commer- 
cializing what. will shortly become the 
greatest boon to motherhood. Dr. 
Wheeler seems to forget the published 
Literary Digest interview with Tfrof. 
Krinig (over the. professor’s own signa- 
ture) wherein he denies authority for 
the popular magazine publications, add- 
ing that his efforts to stop them came 
too late to prevent publication.

May I. call ‘briefly te your attention the 
critical situation which. We, are facing as the 
result of. unusgal conditions? 

‘The number of families this year applying 
to us for reliet has incteased 43 per cent. 
over the number we aided iast year. To meet 
this unusual demand we have spent just for 
the necessaries of life 42 per cent. more than 
we did last year. ‘These expenditures repre- 
sent a greater amount than has been spent 
during any Winter and Summer since the as- 
sociation was organized, seventy years ago. 

Unemployment, adequate pensions: for de- 
pendent widows with children, and the in- 
creased . activity of social’ service agencies 
have brought about this unusual burden. 

Of. the $18,693. spent for the necessaries ‘of 
life during July. alone,.54 per cent., _ $7,436, 
went to families of widows. 

The industrial depression during the last 
year deprived many of the opportunity to 
work, and ‘now the European conflict has 
added to the army of unemployed’ thousands 
of longshoremen, truckmen, clerks, and others. 
connected with commerce and industry at this 
port of entry, 

BEyery new form: of sdcial seryice work 
taken up either by private or public agencies, 
at first, at least, brings us more requests for 
relief. The Board of Health nurses, for ex- 
ample, who are workihg to reduce mortality 
among. the . babies, have called upon us to 
supply milk in the dependent families they 
have found. In July alone we spent for this 
nourishment $1,457. Again, social service 
departments of hospitals are, continually in- 
creasing their appeals for convalescent care 
for patients. To send a man away for two 
or three weeks doés not in itself cost much, 
but when his family must be cared for while 
he ts away the expense incurred is consid- 
erable. 

I am glad. to my that without tnereasing 
our administrative expenses we are meeting 
every deniand made upon us. Bit to do this 
we have already expended many thousands of 
dollars more than. have been contributed.

By the introduction of @ few moditita- 
tions of the plans for the construction 
of the connéction between the old and 
new subways in Times Square which has 
already been begun by the Holbrook, 
Rollins & Cabot Corporation, it is be- 
lieved that the safety of the public has 
been much better guarded, and the pos- 
sibility of interruption of the traffic has 
been practically avoided. It still re- 
mains as delicate a piece of engineering 
as any contractor could have intrusted 
to him, and a few months hence there 
may be some irregularity in the opera- 
tion of trains in the middle of the night, 
but these inconveniences are slight with 
what might have had to be endured, 

The outstanding feature of the work 
is the necessity of altering the structure 
of the present Subway with trains pass- 
ing during the day every few séconds, 
and at night every few minutes. Ab 
things are, the Subway structure comes 
curving with four tracks out of Forty- 
second Street under the northern ‘end 
of the Times Building into Broadway. 
The contractors have to leave two of 
these tracks, to. remove two, and to con- 
struct -four new tracks connecting with 
the present lines about opposite the 
Hotel Astor and running down’ Seventh 
Avenue. 

This means to say that from about 
halfway along the Times Butlding, 
where the contract of the Holbrook, Rol- 
lins & Cabot Corporation begins, up -to 
the Hotel Astor, an excavation has to be 
made, which at first extends almost 
from one building line to the other along 
Seventh Avenue, and then from the 
northern end of the Times Building bé- 
gins to be limited on its eastern side 
by the curve of the present Subway 
structure, until it is cut down to-noth- 
ing a little north of Forty-fourth Street.

As & step toward reducing the price 
of #00d butchers, bakers, and grocers, 
through their associations, tave taken 
up the matter of more systematic deéliv- 
éry, which is'one of the big expenses in 
retail trade.

| TRAIN’ PLUNGES TOO FAR | fi 


10,000 Mistake Actors’ Cries for 
Part of Drama—Heavy Loss 
in Spolled Film. 


Four persons nearly lost their. lives 
and © large part of $50,000 expended to 
obtain a train wreck moving picture 
film was thrown away yesterday after- 
noon when a chapter of accidents inter- 
rupted the work: ofthe Vitagraph Com- 
pany of America, which was making the 
“ movie " about five miles’ from South 
Amboy, N. J. 

Rose Dugan, Mrs. Mary Green, Earl 
Williams, and Dick Ardmore, members 
of the Vitagraph stock company, were 
the persons whose lives were placed in 
danger. --Miss Dugan, who was injured 
in a supposed automobile wreck in an- 
other motion picture drama some weeks 
ago, was struck by a piece of timber 
while swimming in the water before the 
camero yesterday afternoon and. was un- 
able to keep afloat. The others were 
overtaken by cramps. while also in the 
water and were brought ashore by other 
actors. and actresses with considerable 
difficulty. 

Ten or twelve. thousand 
witnessed the taking of the picture 
thought that the cries for help of the 
persons. struggling in the water were 
part of the play. Even the directors of 
the . picture rand other Vi h em- 
ployés on the shore were. deceived by 
the strugeli actors, and a@ boatman 
who was stationed near at hand for —- 
such an emergency, did = realize for 
some time that he was need 

The trouble occurred during the 
of séveral scenes for a age play 
“The Juggernaut,” by the Vitagraph 
concern. A tal train carfying many 
members of the company, a large num- 
ber of actors and actresses rene a party 
of newspapermen, léft Jersey City yes- 
terday morning’ for the point near South 
Amboy, where the big scene of the play 
was to be taken. ere, in “ aban- 
doned, waters quarry railroa 
trestle 100 yards long, had Sim built, 
and the scene consisted of the plunging 
of a train from this structure into the 
water some forty. feet below. 


Trestle Ends Abruptiy. 


The trestle, which was made to rep- 
resent an open drawbridge; ended ab- 
ruptly and sixty feet, straight ahead, a

The camera 
men were. still turning the camera 
cranks when the. explosion came and 
cheered with delight. 

That was about the. only bit of luck 
the picture men. had all day, When the 
wrecked train had settled down in the 
water fifteen actors and ten actresses 
wearing street clothes and not bathing 
costumes. plunged into the water and 
swam out to the wrecked cars. The 
play called for them to swim ashore 
again as passengers escaping from. the 
wreck, but before the cameras could be 
got into action the spectators along the 
shore interfered again, and there was a 
long delay before they could be driven 
bac In the meantime the performers 
were clinging to the wreck in the cold 
water waiting for the word to swim 
ashore. When they finally started
